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ABSTRACT 

Tne present paper lists 421 taxa spread over 94 Angiosperm families collected from forests 
of Dharampur during 1966 & 1967. Of 421 taxa 340 are dicotyledons and 81 are monocotyledons. 

Tne forests are moist deciduous type. 


INTRODUCTION 

Though the flora of some parts of Gujarat is now 
known, there are many areas which have not yet 
been botanically explored. The forests range of 
Dharampur is one of them. In the present paper, 
therefore, the plants of Dharampur forests are listed 
from the collections made during the months of 
March, June, August, October and December 1966 
& 1967. The collections were made from the areas 
in vicinity of Dharampur, Mohangarh, Bilpudi, 
Avadha, Malanpada, Vahiyar, Karanjveri, Bamti, 
Dassera pad and Tiskari. The whole range is 
mountaineous varying in height from 153.5 t0 7°^ m 
and some places plains. It is traversed by three 
rivers Auranga, Swargavahini (known as Vanki near 
Bulsar) and Par. The soil of the area is black clay 
in which mostly paddy is cultivated. 

Dharampur is a taluka town situated at 73 0 2o' E 
and 20 0 36' N in the south-east part of Bulsar dis¬ 
trict about 30 km from Bulsar. The latter is one 
of the main junction on Bombay-Ahmedabad line 
about 194 km north of Bombay. The State trans¬ 
port buses regularly ply between Bulsar and Dha¬ 
rampur. From Dharampur the buses ply during the 
fair season to the areas explored. 

The forests are moist deciduous type of Cham¬ 
pion (1936). The average annual rainfall is about 
2500 mm. 

The nomenclature of the plants listed is brought 
up-to-date in light of the current literature. 

The entire collection is deposited in the herbar¬ 
ium, Department of Botany, Sardar Patel Univer¬ 
sity, Vallabh Vidyanagar, Gujarat.
